The loss-, 
es in war material are described aa, 
"Incalculable." 

French and British troops continue 
to disembark at Salonlca and tbe 
French line in the southeastern comer 
of Serbia is still holding its positions. 

With the completion of their opera- 
tions against Serbia, the Austro-Oer- 
man-Bulgarian forces, according to 
IU»ne dispatches, are now preparing 
to turn their attention to Roumania 
and to the Russian army whidi is re- 
ported to be massing on the Danube 
for aa Invasion of Bulgaria throni^ 
ttmt oonatry.

Short Hbtory of Governor 

Augustus Owsley Stanley was born in 
Shelbyville, Shelby county. May 21, 
ISOT, and consequently is in h;s forty- 
ninth year. His father, Kev. Wm. 
Stanley. 83 years old, is a retired Chns 
tian minister. His mother, who was 
Hiss Amanda Owsley, is 1^ 

Ha married Miss 8ne Sd^r. of Hen- 
derson, in April, 1908, and tbey are the 
paren's of three boys. A. O. Stanley, 
Jr., 11: William Soaper Stanley, 7, and 
Marion Shelby Stanley. 4. 

Because Mr. Stanley's father was a 
minister, subject to removal from place 
place as ministers are, the newly-eleced 
Governor obtained his early eduoattob 
by piece meal. In'hia teens, he entered 
State University, atLazinrton. and later 
entered Centre College. Danville, being 
graduated from that institution in 1880. 

Educated for lljp law, Mr. Stanley 
began the practice of his profession in 
1804. receiving his license in that year. 
He first hung out liis shingle ai Flemings- 
burg, Flemine county, and later went 
to Henderson, begioaing the practice of 
taw there Marob 10. lAW. He later 
formed a law piirtnersMp with Judge 
JoiiB L. Dorsey, of Hendersoo. 

Mr. SUnley was a presidential etec 
tor in 1900, and two y^ars later was 
vleeted to Congress for the first time 
from the Second Kentucky , district, 
composeii of the counties of Christian 
Daviess, Hancock, Uopkins, McLean, 
Union and Webster. He served that 
district ia Congress for six oonsecutit e 
terma, deeiiniag to stand for re-election 
in 1914. making the race for the Oemc- 
cratic nomination for United States 
Senator in August of that year. He 
was defeated by J. C. W. Beckham, 
and a short while later began his race 
for the Democratic nomination for 
Gov ernor, defeating H. \. McChesney, 
his nearest opponent, by 37.KG3 vole>. 
He defeated Edwin P. Morrow, 417 
votes for Governor, and will be sworn 
in at hi«b noon. December 7.

The people o( Kentnclcy are inter-

To make this a little 
plainer, it might be well to state that 
the name Superintendent of Public 
Instruction is one of the many names 
on the ballot, and interest in the elec- 
tion Is centered, not on him, 'but upon 
the head of the ticket Frequently 
a state ticket Is elected on a big pub- 
lic issue, absolutely foreign to school 
matters, and the result is the Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction goes 
into office, not as a school man. but as 
part of a successful party ticket.

It Is proposed to amend the Consti- 
tution of the state by striking from 
Soctlons 91, 93 and 93 of the Constitu- 
tion the words "Superbstendant of the 
Public InstructloiL" 

The objects to be accomplished b;. 
tbia amendment are to enable tbe peo 
pie of thla aUte to take thm office or 

Superintendent of Public Inatmctlon 
out of politics and to continae In office 
for a longer period than four years ,any 
Superintendent whose conduct of the 
office Is highly efficient. 

Under the operation of the Constitu- 
tion, which compels the electiou of 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
for a term of four years, and which 
makes this officer Ineligible to succeed 
himself, the people are prereated from 
eliminating the office firom poUtioa and 
prohibited from retaiains in office an 
efficient officer. 

The pnbUc, ia nrsia^ thla change, 
should bear In mlatf the fact that even 
with the quickest action possible under 
the law this amendment would not be 
effective until the candidate elected 
next August will have served his full 
term, so that no compllcationa or ill 
teeli^ aeed be deTelofid.

Prominent Minister Dead 

Rev. Thomas J. Stevenson, for many 
years prominent in the Baptist church 
and educat ional activities in Kentucky 
'ind the South, died at iiis home in 
Georgetown last week suddenly of acute 
indigestion at the age of 77 ye-ir.4 Be- 
sides bis wife, who was Miss Anna 
Maeklin, of Pranklij county, to whom 
be waa married in 1873. he is survived 
by a son. Jadire John Maeklin S'even- 
son, of Winchester, and a daui;hter, 
Miss Mary Emma Stevenson, of (iaorg.?- j 
town. Mr. Stevenson was horn in I 
Fayette county. At the ago of eigliteen 
he Was graduated from Georgetown 
College and was Profesitor of Creek and 
Hebrew in the oollege. Later be taught 
in tbe ffmale seminary under tbe'direo- 
tion of D.'. J. J. Rucker and still later 
at the female college at Slielbyville of 
which Dr. J W. Goodman. fa>.herof his 
first wife. Mitt Hattie Goodman, was 
president. 

In 18G0 he became pastor of the First 
Baptist church of Oeorgetowo. and re- 
mained in that charge for six years. Ha 
later held pastorates at Stanford, Cov- 
ington. Winchester and Frankfort, and 
for tbe past twenty-one years bad been 
pastor of the Great Crossings church in 
Scoi t county. 

He was tlio father of .lud^e J. M. 
.Stevenson, of Winchester, wlio is well 
and favorably known in this city.

Cf the siuiiller corners make 
little pointed cuffs that tmii back over 
tbe sleeve protectors. The point of the 
protector may bo fastened to the sleeve 
with a small safely I'in or with a ciifl 
pill. If one wishes these sleeve pro 
teitors to be more ele^iaiit they may 
be made of white linen ;uul embroid 
ertHl.

Lesson X. — Fourth Quarter, For 
Dec. 5, 1915. 



Text of the Lessen, II Chron. xxvi, %- 
21 — Memory Verse, 16— GoFdan Text, 
Prov. xxix. 23— ConuMontary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Staama. 

Our Bttidles tbus far have made u> 
acquainted with many people, good 
and bad. some better than others and 
soBM worse than otbera, bat none 
without failure, and no rest for our 
souls but In the God of Israel, who 
often appeared as a man and in tbe 
fullness of time became man for us. 
God manifest lii the flesh. Our study 
today concerns a king whose reign was 
the longest of auy, being fifty-two 
years, but he became proud and self 
willed and died a leper. The study 
of these lives is helpful ouly as, by 
analogy or contrast, we learn to kuow 
the Livmg God, the Go<l of Israel, for 
the whole Bible Ls intended to make 
us acquainted with God that we may, 
lore and trust nud serve Him and 
tnake Him known. Let us give a few 
minutes to Amazlab, the sou of Joash 
and the father of L'zzlah, wUose rec- 
ord Is in chapter xxv. He did right m 
the sight of the Lord in a measure and 
for a time (verse 2), but his record on 
^e whole Is bad. He turned away 
from following the Lord, bowed down 
to idols and burned incense to them, 
and wben tbe Lord sent a prophet to 
reprove him he compelled bim to for- 
bear (verses 14-lC,<e7). 

There was one Incident in bis life 
the record of which contains a saying 
which baa..often helped me and which 
I have often passed on to others. He 
hired 100.000 mighty men of valor out 
of larael to belp him In battle, and 
be paid tbem 100 talenta of ailver. A 
man of God waa aent to blm to say 
that be would not naa tbeae men. for 
the Lord waa not with tbem and that 
God bad power to belp and to cast 
down, In reply to bis question.' "But 
what aball we do for the 100 talents 
paid to laneir he waa tol4l. "Tbe Lord 
ia^ iMe t» ^* tbea amdit aeora than 
tUs" ( y er n a a e«). We need to remem- 
ber that God Himself hath power to 
beli^ and If we mate aa nowlae Invest- 
ment or Joae aoytUnc we may find 
comfort in the fact that the Lord ia 
aUe to gtre na much more. 

Aa Co Uadab, altboc«ta bis reign Ut 
the longest of any, bla record to one 
of tbe shortest, for tbere aeons to be 
bnt little to record. In aome ttras 
much is accomplished In a fcMr years, 
white in others a long life Is compaxa- 
tively fniitless becanse Ood to not In 
it It Is said tlmt be did tl^t in tta« 
sight of the Liord, and. as long as lie 
Bongfat the Lord. God nude him to proa- 
per (xxvi. 4. 5). God helped him 
against the Philistines and Arabians; 
be built towers in Jerusalem and in the 
desert, digged many wells (for he bad 
much cattle) and loved husbandry. His 
name spread far abroad, and be was 
marvelously helped till he was strong 
(verses 7-15). Hia works seem to be 
more for his own name than the name 
of the Iy)rd and nothing cndnrlng, and 
all the time he seemed to be growing 
more self Important, growing away 
from the Lord, seeing himself and tboae 
who praised him. 

What a contrast to Suul of Tarsus, 
who from the day that be saw the 
Lord Jesus on the way to Damascus 
could see no one else unless he might 
draw them to Him, for whose excel- 
lency be counted all things but dross 
and in whom alone he gloried. Tue 
whole stoi^ of the daily life is either 
self or Christ. The true life is denying 
self and magnifying tlie Lord. What 
an otter fUlnre man ts apart from 
God. for wben tUa num became strong 
his heart was lifted up against God, 
and he tranagreased against the Lord 
bis God and. even Glared to bom in- 
cenae in the holy place in the temple 
of the Lord, a thing which only the 
priests were antboriaed to do. When 
the priests ordered bim oat be iMcame 
angry, and then the liord smote bim in 
hJs forehead with leprosy, and he him- 
self hastened to go out. He dwelt In a 
separate house and died n leper (verses 
10-21). In GehazI the sin was cot- 
etousness and lying, but in this man It 
was pride, self conceit, self will. All 
consummation of sin. as In^ these and 
'Similar cases, points us onward to tbe 
man of sin. the greatest representative 
of the devil that ever was or will be. 
who will -ojipose and exalt himself 
above all that is called God or that is 
worshiped. • • • showing hhnself that 
he is God ai These, ii. 3-12; Dan. ti, 
36; Rev. xUi). But be shall be over- 
come and cast into the lake of Are at 
the coming of tbe Lord (Rev. xx). 

.Many who have died lepers bare 
gone bome to heaven becanae redeem- 
ed with tbe preciotw blood of Christ, 
and WD may naeet Gebazl and Czziah 
there, too, for the snggestion in their 
sin's need not Imply tbe loss of tbe 
soul, bat, rathc^, tbe loes of service, aa 
In I Cor. Ill, ».I1. It is oar privilege 
to walk with God aQ tbe way, to serve 
Him without taming aalde and to re- 
ceive a foU reward at the coming of 
o^|||j|gH|||bn via: I John 11. 28). 
Isi^lPHIPmk have begnn bis proph- 
ecy hi ae days of Daeiah, and be tiaa 
ranch to aa^ abont Idftiaaaa belag tanm- 
bled. baagbtineas bowed down and tiie 
Lord akme exalted. 

When I think of tTssiab I feel led 
to pray that I may never be strong ex- 
cept in tbe Lord and always remember 
that His stirengtb ts made- perfect in 
weaknsas. I alao ttdnk of the record 
of rrsdah'a death to la*, vt r. koA 
hear the prophet aay what amooats to 
this, n aaw a Uttg that never dtea."

A PLUM PUDDI NS GIFT. 

Kngiiah CujKom That Is Becomrng 
Papular In Ameriea. 
A Cbriatmaa gift that is growing aa 
popolar here aa In England is that of 
a plum pmMtwg- It may l)e made at 
home and goea to Ita destination dain- 
tily wrapped, tboogb atill in Ita mold, 
and tied with rlbbona and boUy. In 
Bngland abont 960 tone of plimi pud- 
dings, averaging aeven pomida each, 
are sent out each tear. Accordlns to 
an old tradition, plnm pudding ahoald 
be at least "nine days old" Iiefore 
its eating. To mnke. put into a big 
bowl one cupfnl each uf Qncly chopped 
suet, seeded raisins, cleaned currants 
and granulated sugar, three cupfuls of 
soft brefldcrumbs and one each of 
shredded citron and urant^e peel. Add 
four eggs one by one, each Itelug mix- 
ed thoroughly with the other ingredi- 
ents iioforo the next one la added. 
Next to follow are half a cnpfnl of milk. 
one-(iuarter cupful of brandy (If there 
is no ubjcclioii to lis usei. one tea- 
spoonful of cinuiimon. one leaspoonful 
of mixed untmog. clovo and allspioc 
and the grated yellow rind of one lem- 
on. Mis thoroughly, using tlie hands; 
then fill into a large buttered mold, 
leaving scarcely nny room for It to 
8t\eU. Tie a thickly groa.sed and flour- 
ed cloth or a piece of oiled paper over 
the top and tit on the -cover as tight as 
posslbte. Pot into a steamer or ar- 
range some cords so that it mny be 
suspended from the inside of the cover 
of the kettle In wblcb it is boiled. The 
beffias water ahonM reach up nearly 
to the b^ght of'the bowl. Boil seven 
hours steadily, taking cnro that no wa- 
ter bolls into it and that the witter la 
boiling when tlie pnddfog goea in and 
is never allowed to stop. On Cbrist- 
mhs day it can l>e reheated in the

When the framers of ih« la«l consti- 
luiion inserted a elause iherein- permit- 
in*; couiilies, cities and precinCls to vote 
o.i ilie quesiioii of the sale of licjuor in 
iheir local boundaries, tliey aid noi by 
any moan* surrender the power of the 
state to repeal the entire license laws 
for the slate. In g'antinir the power to 
a loeality to suspend the operation of 
lha general license iitws in that partic- 
ular district or locality, they did not de- 
prive the stale of the sower lo enact a 
statewide pnjliibiiion law. Statewide 
protiibition is iioiliins: more llian a with 
drawal by llie State oi the laws which 
now permit luiuor licenses lo be ijranled 
in such localiiies as iiave not adopted lo 
cal option laws. In order lo secure prohi- 
bition for the entire State it is only nec- 
essary to repeal the license laws.

Xol a saloon can , 
open its doors and not a man can sell 
lawfully. Why not pH>s itiis law and at i 
the same time pa»s a law Hllowintr the 
people to vole on the question of amend- 
ing tlie eotMiitution if indeed it should , 
be determined by the courts (coot rary r 
to our especUtiisns) that auch a course ; 
must be pursued? No time will be lost i 
in that way Then ilie people will have I 
a square deal boili by llieir representa- 
tives and at the polls.

But wrongful 
orders for the stulf are sent in every 
day and lu ises furnishing the liiiuoi 
on these fraudulent orders, come under 
trie ban of using the mails for a fraudu- 
lent purpose as well as those who use 
them. Let the government inspectors 
look after this part of the mail order 
houses and they can atop a verj large 
part of the illegal sale of liqoorrin local 
territory.
